Cabbies 
plan to 
strike 


Taxi turmoil. Months 
of fruitless negotiations 
led drivers to opt for 
last resort, union says

Rather than picking up fares 
Monday, a number of Edmon¬ 
ton taxi drivers may be on 
strike. 

The union that represents 
800 drivers with Edmonton 
Taxi Service Group members 
Yellow Cab, Barrel Taxi, Check¬ 
er and Prestige Cabs served 
notice Friday The picket line 
will form at the corporate head 
office on 101 Street and 31 Av¬ 
enue at 9 a.m. 

Union rep David Froelich 
said the biggest concern is the 
franchise fee, also known as 


an insurance surcharge or acci¬ 
dent penalty. On top of weekly 
rent to cover the premium for 
fleet insurance, cab drivers are 
charged $6,200 for each acci¬ 
dent deemed preventable, he 
said. “We all have to have insur¬ 
ance to drive ... but no (way) 
are we going to have to pay 
$6,000 for each accident,” said 
Froelich. 

Edmonton Taxi Service 
Group president Phil Strong 
said decreasing the fee would 
mean wage cuts. “They would 
never think of telling that to 
their own members, so why 
should we be singled out for 
that?” he said. Strong expects 
less than 10 per cent of drivers 
to strike, while Froelich sus¬ 
pects the majority will. 

The union has planned 
a rally at city hall for 
Tuesday at noon.

Soldier’s fall 


First-time British 
skydiverinjured 
in Beiseker jump 

A 25-year-old British 
soldier suffered a broken 
femur while performing 
his first jump during sky¬ 
diving training in Beiseker 
on Saturday 

“The jumper left the 
airplane and his parachute 
opened as per normal,” 
said Ian Flanagan, owner 
of Alberta Skydivers Ltd., 
a facility where the British 
military regularly trains. 

“At some point in his 
descent, the instructor 
on the ground who was 
speaking to him by radio 
asked him to do a 360-de- 
gree turn. He started the 
turn and then just never 
stopped.” 

The soldier was not 
an experienced skydiver, 
Flanagan said, and was 
actually attempting his 
first jump. As of Sunday 
morning, Flanagan said 
the soldier remained in 
hospital with a broken 
femur but his injuries 
were not considered 
life-threatening and “his 
prognosis is good.”

For the estimated 90,000 
people who laid down tarps 
in Gallagher Park over the 
weekend, the Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival “was just about 
perfect,” said producer Terry 
Wickham. 

Standing near the main 
stage Sunday afternoon, 
Wickham reflected on the 
33rd annual festival, fea¬ 
turing Bonnie Raitt, Em- 
mylou Harris, Ricky Skaggs 
and more on multiple stages 
Thursday through Sunday. 

“The weather was great, 
the talent was great, and I 


think Edmonton shows itself 
off to the world veiy well on 
a weekend like this,” he said. 

Wickham estimated at¬ 
tendance at about 22,500 
each day, and while he would 
like to shrink that number, it 
wouldn’t be an easy task. 

“There are aheady many 
people who try to get tickets 
that can’t, so all we really can 
do is distribute the tickets as 
fairly and efficiently as pos¬ 
sible,” he said. 

“We’re turning down 100 
for every one we take,” said 
Wickham. 

Some of Wickham’s per¬ 
sonal weekend highlights 
include the Barr Brothers, 
Skaggs, Harris, James Vincent 
McMorrow and Mary Chapin 
Carpenter. 

“I don’t get a lot of sur¬ 
prises on the music side of 
things,” he said. “There’s no 
one that disappointed me, but 
I didn’t think they would.”

Lolita Lazenby spent her 
last hours with her husband 
as she had spent much of 
the past 20 years. 

“We laughed a lot,” 
she recalled. “We always 
enjoyed conversation with 
each other. He had a great 
sense of humour ... he was 
the soul of the party.” 

Her husband, Rod Lazen¬ 
by, a former RCMP member 
who was working as a Mu¬ 
nicipal District of Foothills 
peace officer, was allegedly 
beaten by the operator of a 
Priddis dog ranch while at¬ 
tending to an animal-relat¬ 
ed complaint call Friday. 

RCMP said Rod, 62, was 
then driven to a district 
office in Calgary by his al¬ 
leged assailant. From there 
he was rushed to hospital 
but died. 

The night before he 
died. Rod had been busy 
discussing plans for the fu¬ 
ture with Lolita, whom he 
married 20 years prior. The 
couple had recently moved 
to Alberta to be closer to 
family — together, they 
had five children with some 
from previous marriages. 

Some of the kids and 
other members of what 
Lolita describes as a “big 


family” have now gathered 
to grieve at her home in 
High River. 

Daughter Lolina Lazenby 
said though Rod wasn’t her 
biological father, he treated 
her like one of his own. 

“He had an ability to 
make others feel at ease 


with him,” she said. 

Arrangements for a fu¬ 
neral have yet to be made 
as the body will not be re¬ 
leased until an autopsy is 
performed Monday. 

“I want to see my hus¬ 
band so badly,” Lolita said. 
“He was my life.”

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Residents describe terror 
and panic as quakes hit Iran 



Heavy toll. Searches for 
survivors called off with 
more than 250 dead, 
16,000 left homeless 


Residents of the zone in north¬ 
western Iran hit by powerful 
twin earthquakes described 
moments of terror and panic 
with birds crowing loudly in 
warning seconds before the 
ground shook. 

As the death toll rose Simday 
to more than 250 with entire 
villages levelled, rescuers called 
off searches for survivors and 
turned their attention to caring 
for the 16,000 people left home¬ 
less. At least 20 villages were 
totally destroyed in the quakes 
on Saturday that were foUowed 
by some 36 aftershocks, state 
television reported. 

Ahmad Reza Shajiei, a 
senior government official in 
charge of rescue operations, 
said more than 5,000 tents 
have been set up to shelter the 
thousands of displaced who 


spent the night outdoors. 

“The walls were shaking 
and moving from side to side. 
It took about a minute before 
I could run out of the house,” 
said resident Morteza Javid, 47, 
from Ahar. “Seconds before the 
earthquake, crows were mak¬ 
ing a lot of noise, but I didn’t 
understand why. It was only 
after the quake that I learned 
the crows were warning us.” 

State television said at least 
250 died. The semiofficial Mehr 
news agency quoted a local of¬ 
ficial who put the toU at 277. 
State TV said 44,000 food pack¬ 
ages and thousands of blankets 
have been distributed in the 
stricken area. The U.S. Geo¬ 
logical Survey (USGS) reported 
that Saturday’s first quake was 
magnitude 6.4 and struck 60 
kilometres northeast of the city 
of Tabriz at a depth of 9.9 kilo¬ 
metres. State TV quoted local 
Grisis Gommittee chief Khalil 
Saei as saying the epicentre was 
a region between &e towns of 
Ahar and Haris, about 600 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of Tehran.

The collision left a 
breach about 10 feet by 10 
feet in the starboard side 
of USS Porter. No one was 
injured on either vessel, the 
U.S. navy said in a state¬ 
ment.

A 66-year-old Itahan man 
has been released without 
being charged after he was 
questioned over the alleged 
theft of a piece of barbed 
wire from Auschwitz 
museum, Polish police said 
Sunday. 

Krakow pohce spokes¬ 
man Mariusz Giarka said 
the man was detained at 
Krakow airport in Poland’s 
south on Saturday after 
the wire was found in his 
luggage, but was released 
after he led police to the 
area from where the 
30-centimetre piece came.

Rains flood 
Dominica airport 

Rains from a passing 
tropical wave have flooded 
an airport and knocked 
out power to roughly 3,000 
people on the eastern Garib- 
bean island of Dominica. 

The National Hurri¬ 
cane Genter in Miami said 
Sunday that the tropical 
wave is moving away from 
the Lesser Antilles Islands 
and heading westward at 
32 kph. The tropical system 
could arrive in Mexico’s 
Yucatan Peninsula by Wed¬ 
nesday.

U.S. Experts 
target guns as 
social disease 

Is a gun like a virus, a car, 
tobacco, alcohol? Yes, say 
public-health experts, who 
in the wake of recent mass 
shootings in the U.S. are call¬ 
ing for a look at gun violence 
as a social disease. 

What is needed, they say, 
is a public-health approach to 
the problem, like the highway 
safety measures, product 
changes and driving laws that 
slashed deaths from car crash¬ 
es decades ago. The need for a 
new approach crystallized last 
Sunday for one of the nation’s 
leading gun violence experts. 
Dr. Stephen Hargarten. He 
found himself treating victims 
of the Sikh temple shooting at 
the emergency department he 
heads in Milwaukee, Wis. 

Seven people were killed, 
including the gunman, and 
three were seriously injured. 

It happened two weeks 
after the shooting that killed 
12 people and injured 58 at 
a movie theatre in Golorado, 
and two days before a man 
pleaded guilty to kiUing six 
people and wounding 13, 
including then-U.S. Rep. Gabri- 
elle Giffords, in Tucson, Ariz., 
last year. 

“What I’m struggling with 
is, is this the new social norm? 
This is what we’re going to 
have to live with if we have 
more personal access to fire¬ 
arms,” said Hargarten.

Blazes 
on Canary Islands may 
endanger woodlands 
11 million years old, 
tourist destinations 


Fierce wildfires forced the 
evacuation of thousands of 
residents and were threaten¬ 
ing some of Spain’s most pre¬ 
cious natural parks, including 
one that is a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site, officials said 
Sunday. 

Fires on the Canary Islands 
of La Gomera and Tenerife 
led to the evacuation of more 
than 4,000 residents begin¬ 
ning late Saturday. 

By mid-afternoon Sunday, 
residents were still not al¬ 
lowed to return to 18 towns 
and villages that had been 
evacuated, eight on the popu¬ 



lar tourist island of Tenerife 
and 10 on La Gomera, the 
government said. 

Officials said there was 
evidence the fire on La Gom¬ 
era was started deliberately. 

At the heart of this island 
lies Garajonay National Park, 
which experts say contains 
woodlands that have survived 
since the Tertiary age, 11 


million years ago. Garajonay 
was declared a World Herit¬ 
age Site by the UN cultural 
agency in 1986 and is a veiy 
rare example of the t57pe of 
humid subtropical forest that 
once covered almost all of 
Europe before the arrival of 
humans. 

Meanwhile in G37prus, au¬ 
thorities have ordered the 
evacuation of a small hill¬ 
side village near the island 
nation’s southern coast as a 
large brushfire continues to 
rage out of control. 

Larnaca district officer 
George Antoniades told state 
broadcaster GyBC that the 
evacuation of Skarinou is 
strictly precautionary as the 
fire has still not encroached 
on village homes. 

The blaze started Sunday 
afternoon and spread quick¬ 
ly because of strong winds, 
scorching many hectares of 
trees and wild brush.

“I don’t know how I will 
handle that — it will prob¬ 
ably be pretty traumatic,” 
she admitted. 

Despite the ups and 
downs of the process, Chow 
said she’s very glad Layton’s 
story is being immortalized 
on film. 

“It was difficult but I wel¬ 
comed it,” she explained. “I 
want Jack’s spirit of hope 
and optimism to continue.”

Google 
cracks down on repeat 
copyright offenders 


Google is altering its search re¬ 
sults to de-emphasize the web¬ 
sites of repeat copyright offend¬ 
ers and make it easier to find 
legitimate providers of music, 
movies and other content. 

The move is a peace offer¬ 
ing to Hollywood and the music 
recording labels. This year, Goo¬ 
gle joined other Silicon Valley 
heavyweights to help kill legis¬ 
lation that would have given 
government and content cre¬ 
ators more power to shut down 
foreign websites that promote 
piracy. 

The Motion Picture Associa¬ 
tion of America issued a luke¬ 
warm response, saying it was 
“optimistic” the change would 
help steer consumers away 
from piracy. 

“We will be watching this 
development closely — the 
devil is always in the de¬ 
tails,” MPAA senior executive 
president Michael O’Leary 


said in a statement. 

Next week, Google will start 
using “valid copyright removal 
notices” to rank its search re¬ 
sults, according to a Friday blog 
post by Google’s senior vice- 
president of engineering, Amit 
Singhal. 

Google typically ranks web¬ 
sites based on how many other 
sites link to them, on the behef 
that sites that get more links 
are more trustworthy and use¬ 
ful. But Google also regularly 
tweaks its formulas to reflect 
special circumstances. 

In this case, sites with high 
numbers of copyright-removal 
notices may get bumped down 
in rankings. In effect, that 
will help users find legitimate 
sources of content without re¬ 
moving any pages from its re¬ 
sults completely. Google did not 
elaborate on what it considers 
to be valid notices.

Britain’s scandal-tainted 
bankers could learn a thing 
or two from the country’s 
athletes after these Olympics, 
the countiy’s central banker 
says. 

In a newspaper editorial 
Sunday, Merv 3 m King wrote 
that the London Ol 5 mipics 
showed it was wrong to argue 
that massive bonuses were 
needed to motivate people to 


do well. 

King said the success of 
Ol 3 mipians and the pride of 
the 10,000 volunteers at the 
Games showed that “motiva¬ 
tion does not come from fi¬ 
nancial incentives alone.” 

“The financial sector has 
done us all a disservice in 
promoting the belief that 
massive financial compensa¬ 
tion is necessary to motivate 
individuals,” he wrote in the 
Mail on Sunday. 

“Look at the success of the 
volunteers whose presence at 
the Ol 3 mipic Park and around 
London did so much to create 
the atmosphere of happiness 
that pervaded the games.” 

The recent scandals that 
have rocked Britain’s fi¬ 
nancial world showed that

“banks could learn a thing or 
two about fair play from the 
Ol 5 mipic movement,” he said. 

King’s comments come 
as the reputation of Britain’s 
banking industry — which 
took a body blow during the 
global financial crisis — has 


hit new a low. 

British banks have long 
been in the dock over mis- 
selling of insurance and inter¬ 
est-rate products to consum¬ 
ers and small businesses. But 
more recent scandals have 
provided new shocks. 

King isn’t the first to argue 
that British Ol 3 mipians — 
who are basking in the glow 
of a huge haul of gold medals 
— could set an example for 
other sections of society. 

England manager Roy 
Hodgson said Saturday he 
wanted the countiy’s soc¬ 
cer players to behave more 
like Olympians, underscor¬ 
ing fans’ unhappiness with a 
“season of shame” marred by 
two high-profile racism cases.

Attention Urban Compass 
readers. 

The biggest farm story 
of the last two centuries is 
unfolding. 

In case you’re wondering why this is a matter 
for Urban Compass, it’s more than a farm story — it’s the 
story of Canada. We’ve just crossed an enormous line and 
our future course is set. Now all we can do is see what 
happens. 

I can’t believe I’m writing the obituary of the Canadian 
Wheat Board. I never thought it would happen. It was the 
first story I covered on my first job as a journalist back in 
1975. 

Since it was established in the depths of the Dirty Thir¬ 
ties, the wheat board defined your world view as a farmer. 
It was passed down from one generation to another. Or it 
created a generation gap: Board dad versus free-market 
son. 

Was it better to send your wheat and barley to the 
board and wait for the cheque that would sustain you 
through the winter, allow you to invest in new seed and 
equipment, and go at it all

over again in the spring? Or 
was it better to take your 
chances with the private 
grain companies, seek out 
the best markets and then 
grow the most competitive 
varieties? 

The debate was hot and 
heavy in 1975, and now, 

37 years later, it’s hot¬ 
ter than ever. Ending the 

wheat-board monopoly, effective Aug. 1, is really the most 
radical thing the Harper Tories have done, never mind 
sideshows like the gun registry or the omnibus crime bill. 
This is the real thing. Real Change. 

Of course, despite the historic load of C02 released 
into the atmosphere as a result of this debate, nobody 
knows what’s going to happen. Either this will have as 
much or more impact on Prairie life as rail-branch line 
abandonment or it will pass into history unnoticed by 
everyone who doesn’t produce wheat or barley for a liv¬ 
ing. 

Certainly, for farmers who are about to reap what 
promises to be a bumper crop at record prices, the loss of 
certainty is less important than it was during those times 
when the crops were wiped out or they couldn’t give 
their wheat away. That cheque, sometimes smaller than 
expected, has always been there. 

Not anymore. 

As farmers don’t know the meaning of the word “quit,” 
eight of the farmer-elected board members threaten 
to take the Tories’ decision all the way to the Supreme 
Court. Who knows? Maybe it is unconstitutional to put a 
bullet through the head of the wheat board. But I doubt it. 
By the time the nation’s highest court renders a decision, 
the nation’s bread basket will have been permanently 
altered and that epic page will have been turned for good 
— or not.

“So, you’re not her REAL moth¬ 
er.” I had to breathe deeply as I 
turned and walked away, with 
two-year-old Allie in tow. 

I did not give birth to Allie. 
I’m her foster mother. I am the 
one who feeds her and clothes 
her; the one who gets up with 
her at night when she can’t 
sleep; the one who cleans up 
spilled milk and crayon wall 
art — eveiy single day. 

And, yet, despite this. I’m 
not allowed to cut her hair, 
take her on vacation, sign 
school permission forms with¬ 
out signed letters of approval. 
I’m not her legal guardian — 
or even considered her parent. 

So, who am I? 

Eveiy 90 days, I meet with 
Children’s Aid and Abie’s bio¬ 
logical mother to discuss the 
type of care that I am provid¬ 
ing. 

I have to listen to this 
woman — who has never 
been a parent since Abie went 
straight to foster care at birth 
— and her wishes about how 
her child needs to be fed, 
clothed and parented. 

How I need to take her to 


a specific doctor, in another 
neighbourhood, an hour away, 
for checkups. How I need to 
go to a specific church on Sun¬ 
days. How I have to dress her 
in pink more, so people don’t 
think she’s a boy. 

And how I have to encour¬ 
age her to cab me something 
other than “Mommy.” 

Albe’s biological mother 
has never been with her 
daughter for more than two 
hours at a time — and only in 


an office where she is closely 
supervised. 

“Mom” has never taken Al- 
be to the park, given her a bath 
or put her to bed. 

I’m the one teaching man¬ 
ners, surviving potty training 
and enforcing timeouts for bad 
behaviour. 

Maybe one day, Albe wib 
be able to return to her bio¬ 
logical mother, but until that 
happens, I am the one who is 
parenting this little girl. 


And until that time, 
“Mommy” is the only title I can 
see that fits. 

And why wouldn’t it? My 
own children cab me mommy 
daily, why would I expect 
my foster children to cab me 
something different? 

No one in our house is treat¬ 
ed differently. Everyone gets 
the same love and attention, 
eats the same food, and shares 
the same toys. 

Last week, I drove Abie to 


the Children’s Aid office for 
her regular visit and a social 
worker wabced Albe to the 
front door where her biologic¬ 
al mom was waiting. I heard 
the worker say, “Look! It’s 
mommy!” and then I saw Abie 
turn aroimd, point to me and 
announce firmly, “DAT’S my 
mommy.” I had to smile. 

Raising a child is what 
makes you a parent. It has 
nothing to do with the uterus 
you came from.

Coconut milk: Star of 
Pulled Chicken Tacos 



Who knew coconut miUc could 
be so confusing? 

It shouldn’t be. At heart, it’s 
a delicious hquid made from 
coconuts (duh!) that can effort¬ 
lessly add an exotically creamy 
richness to so many foods. 

Except that grocers sell 
about half a dozen different 
products that go by the same or 
very similar names. And they 
aren’t interchangeable. 

Coconut miUc beverage is 
a sweetened drink made from 
coconut milk and sugar. It’s 
usually sold in boxes alongside 
soy milk. Coconut cream is a 
very thick, fatty hquid made 
from steeping shredded coco¬ 
nut in hot water at a 4:1 ratio. 
It is sold in cans, usuaUy in the 
international aisle. Sweetened 
cream of coconut is coconut 
cream that has been sweet¬ 
ened. It’s intended for cocktails. 

Coconut milk is the real 
deal and the one you want for 
cooking. Coconut miUc is made 
hke coconut cream, but with a 
1:1 ratio of coconut to water. 
The result is a thick product. 

In Southeast Asia, Africa and 
even South America, coconut 
miUc is used in curries, soups, 
sauces, even sweets, such as 
rice puddings and some baked 
goods. Here it’s used to make 
Coconut-lime PuUed Chicken 
Tacos. 

1. Remove meat from chicken. 


then use fingers to puU any lar¬ 
ger chimks into bite-size pieces. 

2. In a saucepan over medium 
heat, combine the chicken, 
coconut milk, cumin, lime zest 
and juice, and hot sauce. Sim¬ 
mer until heated through and 
thick. Season the chicken with 
salt and pepper, then remove 
from the heat. Stir in the cil¬ 
antro, then divide the mixture 
between the tortiUas. 

3. Top each serving with diced 
onion and avocado.

Re-establishing a 
routine. There are 
methods to retain 
normality after camps, 
summer vacations 
play havoc with your 
children's bedtimes 


When her 12-year-old son re¬ 
turned from overnight camp 
earlier this summer, Ariana 
Birnbaum didn’t wait long to 
re-establish his sleep sched¬ 
ule. 

After three weeks away 
from home — where he hit 
the hay at least two hours 
later each night — Birnbaum 
was keen to bring Mason 
back in line with his regular 
sleep pattern. 

Hours after Mason’s 
lunchtime arrival from 
camp, the pair sat down and 
decided on a plan: he would 
head to bed 15 minutes 
earlier each night until he 
returned to his regular bed¬ 
time. 

“It worked out well and I 
don’t think he feels like all 
of a sudden he went to bed 
two hours earlier,” said Birn¬ 
baum, founder of Becoming 
Maternity and Parenting 


Centres in Toronto. “It’s a 
much easier concept to ac¬ 
cept if you do it in a smaller 
sort of increments.” 

Routine is a key sleep 
mantra for the mother of 
three — and not just for her 
own brood. Birnbaum runs 
group sleep workshops and 
one-on-one private sleep con¬ 
sultations. 

While daughters Eden, 
9, and Noa, 5 1/2, attended 
camp, Birnbaum said they 
didn’t stray 
much from 
the regular 
night-time 
routine. But 
ahead of a 
t w o - w e e k 
family holi¬ 
day, she was bracing for 
their typically struc¬ 
tured sleep schedule 
to get slightly off-track 
and was already gear¬ 
ing up to correct course 
when they returned — 
albeit gradually. 

She has similar ad¬ 
vice for fellow parents 
regarding re-establishing 
the sleep routine. 

“I think easing into it, so 
starting a week or so before 
school’s going to start, sitting 
down with the kids and say: 
‘School’s going to be starting. 


soon you’re going to have to 
wake-up a lot earlier,”’ said 
the 42-year-old. 

“Then, slowly, making 
the bedtimes slightly earlier 
and going back to that rou¬ 
tine that they had ... during 
school, where maybe things 
kind of loosened up. I think 
that works pretty well.”

The regis¬ 
tered occupational therapist 
says a pivotal tool in the 
sleeptime arsenal is having 
a wind-down routine prior 
to bed. 


“TV — or screen time in 
general — is just flashing, 
blue (and) white lights and it’s 
very stimulating to the brain,” 
Garden said. “So if they can, 
move all of those pieces ear¬ 
lier and just have some quiet, 
settling-down time with no 


rooms at a cool 
temperature 
which helps to 
drop to Stage 
1 sleep — the 
transition 
from wake 
to sleep. She 
said it’s also 
important to 
establish the 
bedroom as a 
place strictly 
for catching 
zzzs. 

“It’s best if 
you’re reading 
bedtime stor¬ 
ies with kids that they’re not 
l37ing down that they’re sitting 
up, because again, you want 
their body to associate the 
position of sleep with l37ing 
down. 

“It’s the same thing with 
adults and bringing comput¬ 
ers or laptops... to bed. It’s just 


not advisable because your 
brain really can’t settle down 
because it’s expecting that it 
should be reading a book or 
watching TV when you’re in 
that reclined position.” 

Garden said it’s critical 
that parents and caregivers 
stick to the schooltime sleep 
plan, particularly during the 
first week back. She also ad¬ 
vises parents to touch base 
with teachers to see if kids 
are experiencing any da37time 
sleepiness which may be an 
indicator of difficulty getting 
sufficient shut-eye. 

Garden said kids in Grades 
one through five should be 
getting at least ten to 11 hours 
of sleep each night, but said 
studies find they’re actually 
only getting about nine and a 
half hours. 

“If sleep isn’t going well as 
one of the (activities of daily 
living), none of the others are 
going to go well, either,” she 
said. 

“I see a huge role in terms 
of making sure that we can fa¬ 
cilitate good sleep so that the 
rest of the day can go well.”

Golf. Irish star, 22, claims 
second major title with 
dominant win at PGA 
championship 


Djokovic makes 
it two in a row in 
Toronto 

Novak Djokovic won his 
second straight Rogers 
Cup title and third overall 
with a 6-3, 6-2 victory over 
Richard Gasquet of France 
on Sunday night. 

It’s the top-seeded 
Serbian’s first title since 
winning the ATP Masters 
in Miami four months 
back and comes exactly 
a week after losing a 
bronze-medal match at 
the London Games. 

The victory came 
under clear skies at Rexall 
Centre in Toronto after a 
week of frustrating rain 
disruptions that forced 
Djokovic, among other 
players, to play twice on 
Friday and late into Satur¬ 
day night. 

Despite the win, 
he will remain ranked 
second in the world 
behind Roger Federer, 
who pulled out of the 
tournament because of a 
scheduling crunch with 
the Ol 3 mipics. 

Gasquet, the 14th seed 
at the tournament, was 
making his first Masters 
1000 finals appearance 
since losing to Federer 
in Toronto in 2006. He’s 
now lost to Djokovic in 
seven of their last eight 
meetings.

Mdlroy validated Ms record¬ 
setting U.S. Open win last year 
by blowing away the field Sim- 
day at Kiawah Island in South 
Carolina.

ChampionsMp record for mar¬

We’re a competitive 
team, and we love when it 
gets tight. That’s when our 
will and determination kind 
of shows. It was the same way 
in ’08.” 

Same result, too. 

The Americans defended
